THE DEKHELA OUTRAGE.| THE COTTON WORM. 
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O'BRIEN QUESTIONED BY PARQUET. 


Yesterday the Alexandria Parquet autho- 
rities went to Ras el-Tin Hospital to hear 
Private O’Brien’s statements in regard to the 
attack made agai: st him last week by some 
natives at Dekhela, near Mex. The soldier’s 
account ‘of the incident was to the following 
effect : After receiving his week’s pay, amount- 
ing to 5 shillings at Mustapha barracks, 
O'Brien hired a cab at P.T. 4 to drive him 
to a place near the Mex slaughter-house, 
where cabs usually stop, as the road farther 
on is very bad. There he alighted and walked 
on till he arrived at Bab el-Arab, Mex, where he 
hired @ donkey, giving its owner who accom- 
panied him P.T, 3 in advance, and went on 
towards the camp. On passing by a native café 
at the old Mex station, O’Brien heard the 
words “Johnny's there” uttered by a native, 
bat he paid no attention and continued riding 
on, till he was at a distance of about 200 
metres from the café. There he was attacked 
by two natives, who had followed him from 
that café, one of whom stopped the donkey and 
pulled him down to the ground, while the other 
began to search in his pockets. But being 
unable to discover the money, which the soldier 
had hidden in his cap, tha two vagabonds fell 
on O’Brien, and after beating him very severely 
and kicking him till he became unconscious, 
made off. The donkey boy was then following 
his donkey, which had ran away. Five minutes 
later another native who ep»ke some English 
passed by the soldier and asked what was the 
matter with him. The soldier told him what 
had ocsurred and reqaastei him to accompany 
him to the camp, which the native did, O’Brien 
gave him P.T. 2 without any demand for money 
being made on theirarrival at the camp, whence 
the injared man was taken later to hospital. 

The examination showad that O’Brien had 
come direct from Maatapha. The two culprits 
wera brought before the soldier for identifisa- 
tion and he easily identified the man who beat 
him and knelt on his body, bat was not sare 
whether the other took part in the outrage or 
not. The donkey boy, however, identified both. 

The examination, which was held in the 
presence of a doctor, lastei ‘an hour, during 
which O’Brien spoke without any difficulty. 

The trial of the criminals will be held on 
the 21st inst. at the Native Coart. 


AN INTERESTING REPORT. 


We have received an interesting collection 
of statistical tables of the working of railways 
in various countries up to 1904 which hasbeen 
composed by M. J. D. Diacomidie, engineer to 
the Egyptian State Railways, which should be 
of great value for purposes of reference. In 
comparing the 1904 figures for the Ezyptian 
State Railways with those of other countries 
one i3 strack by the large proportion of goods 
waggons to passenger carriages, 15.1 to 1.6, 
and the high daily average of passengers per 
carriage on 100 miles amounting to 19 
against an average of 8 for France and 16 for 
the U. 8. A. In length of line open the U. 8. A. 
with over 200,000 miles is easily first, Russia, 
Germany, and British Iodia following. 

The U.S.A. again lead in rolling stock with 
over 41,000 locomotives, 34,(00 passenger cars, 
and the prodigious figure of 1,490,000 goods 
waggons. Great Britain, with 22,443 locomotives, 
is best supplied with passenger carriages, of 
which it has 50,728, with nearly three-qaarters 
of a million of goods waggons; and Germanyand 
Rassia—both countries in which accommodation 


for large numbers of troops and military stores | 


must be considered by the State Railways as 
well as the commercial capacity of the rolling 
stock—are well off in both. The cost per mile 
open is highest in Great Britain and Ireland, 
where it amounts to £56,044, lowest on the 
companies’ lines in Egypt, £2,874. The highest 
interest on capital was paid by the Egyp- 
tian State Railways in 1904 and amounted 
to 8 1/5 %, Japan coming next with 
7 1/8% ond then the two chief Datch 
lines with 6 4/5 per cent. Mirabils dictu 
The highest net receipts per train mile are 
recorded from four of the foreign lines in the 
Ottoman Empire, though we imagine that 
what is known asa kilometric guarantee has 
something to say to this.

Diacomidis has drawn up a very interesting 
and valuable report, which we heartily re- 
commend to our readers.

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PROGRESS. OF DESTRUCTIVE 
OPERATIONS. 


The report which has been issued by the 
Ministry of the Interior for the seven days 
from Jane 28 to July 4, concerning the pro- 
gress of the cotton-worm, confirms the news 
which we published a few days ago as to 
the success with which the work of its de- 
struction is being carried out. Last year the 
work of the Ministry of the Interior in this 
direction was appraised thronghout Egypt, 
and this summer it is still more effective, 
though perhaps less-manifest to the general 
public. 

From June 28 to July 4 it was found that 
41,790 feddans of cotton culture, comprising 
544 villages in the provinces of Menonfieh, 
Sharkieh, Behera, Gharbieh, Dakahlieh, Ka- 
lioubieh, Ghizeh, and Minieh were affected and 
were entirely freed from the worm, whereas 
there were no signs of the pest in the pro- 
vinces of Assiout, Beni-Sonef, Fayoom, and 
Keneh. The mathod followed has been, as 
was the case last year, that of hand-picking, 
and it is doabtfal if auch a method can 
ever entirely eradicate the worm—indeed its 
frequent recrudescence is a disproof of such 
a possibility. It is, however, a most excellent 
means of averting the destruction of cotton 
crops and mast be continued until a more 
lasting measure has been established. 

Untortanately we cannot regard the com- 
plete disinfection which we have recorded 
above as a sign of the eatire. disappearance of 
the worm in those districts,as it will inevitably 
be found that other broods will make their 
appearance and have to be treated similarly, 
and, we trust, with the same excellent resalt. lt 
must be remembered that three broods appear 
every summer, and that the progeny of this 
first brood has also been destroyed is im- 
possible, on account of the method followed, 
but we can, nevertheless, regard it as likely to 
have been considerably redaced. The cecord 
brood will in its turn be destroyed in the same 
manner as has been the first, and the third, 
which is usually the most prolific, will also be 
materially diminished. We may, therefore, an- 
ticipate even less damage to the crops of the 
country by cotton-worm than was the case last 
year, and it is most heartily that’ we con- 
gratalate Mr. Machell, ©.M.G., and his as- 
sistants on the success with which the 
campaign that they have organised is meeting. 
The work has been carried on so unosten- 
tatiously this summer that many are ignorant 
of the prevalence of the fatal prodenia littoralis, 
bat antil some means for ite ultimate exter- 
mination has been discovered the fight mast 
continue year by year. '

At the concluding sitting of the International 
Cotton Congress at Bremen, the fecretary of 
the British Cotton Growing Association, Mr. 
J. ©. Atkins, in dealing with the work of the 
Association in various parts of the world, gave 
some usefalinformation regarding thenomerous 
experiments with E-yptian seed in North 
West India, and Central, Eastern, and Southern 
Africa. At the outset, he pointed ont that the 
necessity for persevering with the work engaged 
in by the various associations to enlarge the 
area of cotton cultivation, and thus increase 
the supply, was still urgent ; in fact it was not 
too much to say that the position grew more 
serious each year. At present the yield ot 
cotton was greatly reduced. Thus the outlook 
for supply was not cheerful, and added to this 
was the extraordinary increase in the nomber 
of spindles all over the world, bat particularly 
in Lancashire, one important featare of the 
increase being that the majority of new mills 
were for spinning Ezyptian qualities. Another 
development fraught with great possibilities 
was that the American planters and mer- 
chants were combining to limit wherever 
possible the area of cultivation, and also to 


and Orange River Colonies mach interest bas 
been created, and the Association has received 
samples frcm many planters who had grown 
very good cotton experimentally. Every encon- 
ragement had been giver, and a large number 
of hand gins sent oat, and al: 0 especially relec- 
ted seed. In those Colonies it was a question 
if cotton could be produced profitably, owing 
to the cost of labour. There were great 
poesibilities in Upper Egypt and the Ss- 
dan for the growth of Egyptian ‘cottor. 
The development was retarded by the scar- 
city of labour and want of water, but both 
would be remedied in time. On the West Coast 
of Africa we had several colonies where cojton 
was indigenous, and had been grown by the 
natives for ager. The cotton was mostly of 
inferior quality, and had been used locally. 
The Association had set itself to encourage 
the natives to grow better cotton, and in 
inoreasing quantities. With that object good 
seed had been largely distributed, ginneries 
had been erected, and boying agencies ests- 
b'ished. A very good quality of cotton could 
be grown in Qaeensland and in the Northern 
Territories of South Australia. It was doabtfal, 
however, if it could be profitably grown owing 
to the cost of labour. The Agricultural Depart- 
ment was taking a kean interest, and was very

The British 
Cotton Growing Association recognised fally 
the magnitade and diffisalty of the task it 
had undertaken, bat having taken the work 
in han4, every effort would be mado to carry it 
to a succ3ssfal issue. Ths sam? spirit animated 
the Continental associations, and, all working 
with one common objact, difficalties would be 
overcome and success attained. Daring tha 
past year the subscriptions to the Association’s 
capital amounted to about £30,(00, the total 
amount subscribed to date being £733,000. 
Despite many disconragements, progress had 
been made and the Association felt that 
success would altimately bs achieved. In 
giving some account of the work in the various 


Colonies and Dependencies, Mr. Atkins said | 


the Association had succeeded in arousing the 
Government of India to the necessity of 
strenuons efforts being made to improve the 
quality of the cotton growao, and by msans of 
improved caltivation to increase the q 1antity. 
The Agricaltaral Department had taken up the 


industry, and every effort would be made to 
that end. In Ceylon, Cyprus, British Guiana, 
and many other places cotton was being grown 
in small quantities and the Aseociation was 
giving assistance. The Association was in com- 
mnnication with almost every part of the 
Empire, and owing to its eff rts attention had 
bean drawn to the great advantages to be 
derived from cotton growing. The succasses 
already achieved had encouraged iaquiries 
with regard to other products, and great deve- 
lopment might be expected which wonld resolt 
in mutual benefit to tha mother country and 
the colonies. It had been proved that cotton of 
all grades could be grown within the British 
Empire. The Association, encouraged by the 
successes, would persevere until ths industry 
was placed on a sound basis in those Colonies 
most suited to the growth of cotton. It was not 
only necessary to grow cotton, but to prodoce 
it at such. price that it might be delivered in 
England to yield a profit toall concerned. The 
Association was sanguine that this could be 
done, and firmly believed that the time was 
not far distant when a sufficient supply would 


Newton called attention to the proposed 
increase in the Turkish Customs doties, He 
thought the time had come when we ought to 
make terms pot ooly with Germany, buat with 
the Torkish Government.
